Synopsis of Legislative Proceedings' 


HENATK. 
J a il, 22. 
Mr. Graves, from the delegation, re­ 
ported back and recommended the 
passago of Assembfy Bill No. 101—An 
Act to re-incorporate the town of San 
Buenaventura and approving certain 
ordinances of the Town Trustees. 
Mr. N eff introduced a 
proposed 
amendment fo Section 13, Article 5 of 
the Constitution of this State. 
The Li 11 proposes to amend Section 
13, Article 5 of the Constitution so as 
to permit the discontinuance of the 
laws in Spanish, and read as follow: 
“All laws, decrees, regulations and 
provisions which from their nature re- 


11uire publication shall be published in 
such manner as the Legislature may 
require. 
The Bill was referred to the Judicia­ 
ry Committee. 
' A message was received from the 
Governor stating that he had approved 
Senate Bill No. 8—An Act to repeal an 
Act concerning roads anil highways in 
the highways in the counties of Santa 
Barbara and San Luis Obispo. 
Mr. Pendegast, from the Judiciary 
Committee, on leave, reported back 
Assembly Bill No. 25—An Act to pro­ 
tect agriculture, and to prevent the 
trespassing of animals upon private 
property in the counties of Fresno, 'fu­ 
ture, Kern, Ventura and Santa Bar­ 
bara—with amendments, and recom­ 
mended the adoption of the amend­ 
ments and the passage of the B illas 
amended. 


ASSKMALY. 
Mr. Bowers 
presented u petition 
signed by lifty-onc business men anil 
mercantile firms of San Diego, asking 
that the law regulating licenses in the 
State be amended. 
Referred to the Committee on Ways 
and Means. 
Mr. Bowers gave notice of An Act to 
amend an Act relating to the trespass­ 
ing of animals in San Diego and Los 
Angeles counties, and part of Monte­ 
rey county. 
Senate Bill No. 33—An Act to repeal 
an Act entitled an Act to encourage 
the destruction of squirrels, gophers, 
and other wild animals of this State, 
approved February 13, 1872, so far as 
it relates to the county ofLosA nge- 
les--w as passed. 
FK EIGIITS AND FARES. 
Freeman’s hill to regulate freights 
and fares on the railroads came up 
again in the Senate on Thursday. 
The question was upon the adoption 
of the amendment of Mr. Tinnin, to 
strike out the word “three,” in line of 
Section 1 of the bill as printed, and in­ 
sert in lieu thereof the word “four.” 
REMARKS. 
Mr. Estee hoped the amendment 
would not be 
adopted, because it 
would make the rate for freight more 
than it is at present. 
As to the bill as 
it stands it would be an injustice to a 
portion of the people of the State. 
He 
believed it possible to prepare an accep­ 
table bill, if tlio amendment proposed 
by Mr. Tinnin should be adopted it 
would operate with great hurdsliip on 
persons shipping freight between cer­ 
tain points. 
H e was in favor of a bill 
regulating freights and fares, but lie 
wanted to have the matter deliberate­ 
ly considered and wisely treated, 
lie 
thought it was hardly possible to 
frame an Act regulating freights on 
railroads where the costs of the rail­ 
roads and the amount of transporta­ 
tion are not taken into consideration. 
Mr. Swift said no people could be 
prosperous or free unless they retained 
control of the means of communica­ 
tion. 
People are beginning to think 
oil the subject, and they demand the 
passage of a law which should regu­ 
late freights and fares. 
Mr. Estee said he believed the prin­ 
ciple of the bill was right but there 
were some provisions in it that needed 
amendment. 
Mr, Aldrich was in favor of a bill to 
regulate freights and|fares, but thought 
the one under consideration was de­ 
fective, because it only took into ac­ 
count the matters of distance and 
grades, ignoring competition, quanti­ 
ty of freight and speed. 
In its present 
condition it would not be satisfactory to 
the people, not only for the reasons 
named, hut because it increased freight 
rates between certain points. 
Mr. Amerman said the bill in its 
present shape seemed so crude that lie 
thought time ought to be given to pre­ 
pare amendments to it. 
Really this 
is a remarkable bill. 
Its title is a 
misnomer. It should have been called 
“An Act to inflict upon certain coun­ 
ties of this State |nnjust and onerous 
burdens.” 
Mr. Barton was in favor of a bill 
that would lay a broad foundation on 
this great 
question of 
regulating 
freights and fares, and which would 
operate without injustice to the people 
orto the railroad company. 
H e did 
not think that the bill before the 
House was such a one as was de­ 
manded by the people. 
Mr. Coggins did not see any danger 
of the railroad company raising its 
rates of freight or fares between po­ 
pulous and wealthy localities. Compe­ 
tition would prevent such increase of 
rates. 
But in thinly settled districts, 
and where perhaps the people were 
poor, they m ight sutler much from the 
extortions of the company. 
The motion to m ake further con­ 
sideration of this bill the special order 
for Saturday at one o’clock l*. m., and 
Tuesday at one o'clock i*. m. was car­ 
ried. 
* 
TH E NO FENCE LAW. 
The Senate then went into a Com­ 
mittee of the Whole to consider As­ 
sembly Bill No 25—An Act to protect 
ugricuíture and prevent the trespass, 
ing of animals upon private property 
in the counties of Fresno, Tulare, Kern, 
Ventura and Santa Barbara. 
The following amendments recom­ 
mended by the Judiciary Committee 
were adopted: 
To amend the first section by mak­ 
ing it read as follows from line 22 of 
the printed bill: “Setting forth In said 
complaint the facts, nature and loca­ 


tion and amount of damages claimed 
and a description of all animals so 
taken, the the number, the marks and 
brands, if any, and the supposed value 
of each animal, or the supposed aggre­ 
gate value of such animals.” 
To amend the third section by strik­ 
ing out the word “believed,” in line 
18 of the printed bill, and inserting 
instead the words “alleged in said 
complaint,” so as to make that por­ 
tion of the sentence read as follows: 
“ provided, that in any case where any 
animal or animals seized under this 
Act are alleged in said complaint to be 
worth 850 or more, it shall be the duty 
of the County Recorder,” etc. 
To amend the fourth section by 
striking out the words “six months,” 
in line 10, and the same words in line 
12, of the printed bill, so that the 
right to redeem animals sold under 
the provisions of the Act shall he con­ 
fined to a period of sixty days after 
the sale. 
To amend section 7 so as to make it 
read as follows: 
S e c . 7.—Any person who shall drive 
stock from any lands or possessory 
claim other than his own, to any other 
lands or possessory claim, or shall 
take up any other claim than his own, 
for the purpose of taking advantage of 
any of the provisions of this Act, shall 
he "deemed guilty of a felony; and any 
person who shall fail or neglect to give 
the notice required by section 2 of this 
Act, or shall rescue or take from the 
possession of the taker-up any animal 
or animals, without first having paid 
the compensation, fees and damage 
claimed or awarded, and any officer 
violating any of the provisions of this 
Act shall be deemed guilty of a mis­ 
demeanor. 
To amend section 8 by striking out 
the words “treble” in line six of the 
printed bill, so as to make the last 
part of the last sentence read: “and if 
Judgment be rendered in his favor it 
shall be entered for the amount of the 
actual damage proved.” 
To strike out the whole of section 9, 
which was as follows: 
Sec. 9.—Nothing in this Act shall 
be construed to pievent persons from 
driving stock through uncultivated 
lands not fenced, while passing from 
one locality to another, or for the pur­ 
pose of watering said stock at natural 
watering places while being so driven; 
provided, however, that the owner of 
such land may point out roadways 
that are practicable for the purpose, 
which must be followed to the water­ 
ing place and back. 
To amend section 12 by striking put 
the words “20th day of February,” in 
lines 25 and 20 of the printed bill, and 
inserting “first day of March. 
[In re­ 
ference to the tim e of the Act taking 
effect in certain districts.] 
Also to 
amend the same section by inserting 
after the words “shall take effect,” in 
line 20, the words “In the remaining 
portions of said counties on the 1st day 
of November, A. 1). 1874, and in the 
county of Wan Luis Obispo on the 1st 
day of May, 1874,” and to strikeout 
the remainder of the section. 
[In re- 
ferrence to the Act taking effect and 
rendered inconsistent by the passage 
of the above amendments.] 
Mr. Lindsey said he haci certain 
amendments to Section 12, sent in by 
Assemblymen Canfield and Tully. 
The amendments are as follows: 
To strike out all between the words 
“ west,” in lino 15 of the printed bill, 
and “to,” in line 17, and inserting in­ 
stead “seven miles to the southeast 
corner of section 1, township 30 south, 
range 24 east; thence south on section 
line,” and also to strike out the word 
“ four” in line 19 and insert “five,” 
and to add the word “Monterey” 
after the words “San Luis Obispo.” 
[occurring in the amendments recom­ 
mended by the Judiciary Committee.] 
The amendments were adopted. 
Mr. Tuttle moved to amend Section 
11 by adding to the section the words 
“so far as the same apply to the terri­ 
tory embraced in the provisions of 
this Act,” so as to make it road “Sec­ 
tion 11. All Acts and parts of Acts in 
conflict with this Act arc hereby re­ 
pealed so far as the same apply to the 
territory embraced in the provisions of 
this Act.” 
The amendment was adopted. 
On motion of Mr. Pendegast, the 
Secretary was authorized to make the 
corrections in the numbering of the 
sections made necessary by striking 
out Section 9. 
The Senate concurred in the amend­ 
ments made in Committee of the 
Whole. 
The bill was then read a third time 
and passed. 
The title was amended so as to read 
as follows, and then adopted: 
An Act to protect agriculture and to 
prevent the trespassing by animals 
upon private property in the counties 
of Fresno. Tulare, 
Kern, Ventura, 
Santa Barbara, San Luis Obispo and 
Monterey. 


PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


Marin county has a splendid court­ 
house and a strong jail, with only one 
individual confined therein—a China­ 
man, charged with murder. 
The Supreme Court »f Nevada has 
decided that the Nevada Benevolent 
Society was clearly a lottery, and that 
the act creating it was unconstitu­ 
tional. 
The Truckee Republican says that 
wheat is now being shipped in con­ 
siderable quantities 
from Corinne, 
Utah, to California, but that it is not 
equal in quality to that raised in this 
State. 
The people of Livermore and Mur­ 
ray townships, Alameda county, are 
making exertions to start a newspaper 
in that locality and have made ven­ 
tures with this view to Hailey, of the 
Oakland Home Journal. 


Col. E. C. Kemble, of the United 
States Indian Commission, made a 
short and interesting address before 
the San Francisco Church Union, at 
its last monthly meeting, abounding 
in reminiscences of early church work 
in that city.

A TCoyernment Railroad C om m is­ 
sion. 


That control should go with owner­ 
ship has often been put fortli as an 
axiom, and on the strength of this 
seemingly plain proposition, the right 
of a railroad corporation to tlie sole 
and complete control of its lines, to 
I lie exclusion of State or Governmen­ 
tal interference, is often asserted. 
Inasmuch, however, as the corpora­ 
tion owes its existence to the State, 
and enjoys privilegos of a peculiar 
character, granted by legislative au­ 
thority, there Is clearly existing a 
right in the State to regulate. But 
many of these lines extend beyond the 
limits of a single State, and even 
across the territory of several States. 
I nter-State commerce can only be car­ 
ried on by their aid, anil while each 
State may properly regulate the busi­ 
ness th at is exclusively transacted 
within its own borders, no authority 
outside of Congress can assume to 
exercise control over t lint which 
passes from one to another. The right 
of Congress to this control is clearly 
-*et forth in the Constitution of the 
United States, and the question of 
exercising it is only one of expedi­ 
ency. 
That there is a very general demand 
for interference by Congress, and that 
that body is disposed to accede to this 
popular demand is evident. The ap­ 
pointment of a commission to investi­ 
gate the whale subject, and thus afford 
an Intelligent basis for legislation, is 
certainly a wise movement. There is 
unquestionably a great deal of ignor­ 
ance about the cost of building and 
operating railroads, and without more 
accurate information than is possessed 
by the average Congressman, legisla­ 
tion is quite as apt to injure all parties 
as it is to do good. The commission 
should, however, be restricted to the 
securing 
of 
reliable 
information. 
When it comes to legislating, Con­ 
gress is the proper body, and such tre­ 
mendous interests, should not be in­ 
trusted to the hands of a few. Títere 
arc so many ways in which a commis­ 
sion consisting of only nine members 
i an be influenced, that there can be 
uo safety in delegating to them the 
authority to adopt rules for the gov­ 
ernm ent of all the railroads in the 
United States, and it is only after 
thorough examination, mature delib­ 
eration, and, it may be, repeated trials, 
ihat a policy can be settled upon, 
which, while.it will protect the owners 
of the roads in the just enjoyment of 
their property, will also secure the 
country from oppression, and relieve 
commerce front the burthens under 
which it is now struggling. 
Let us 
hope that the labors of the Congres­ 
sional Commission will be thorough, 
and th at upon the information thus 
gained, the National Legislature will 
frame a wise and just code of regula­ 
tions, applicable not only to inter­ 
sta te commerce, but of such a charac­ 
ter as to form the basis of all State 
enactments. 


Patrons o f H usbandry-State Uni­ 
versity. 


The Patrons have made their first 
distinctive movement in reform in 
this State on the University. Unor­ 
ganized public sentiment has for some 
tim e pronounced this institution a 
fraud on the industrial classes; a 
fraud on the law of Congress which 
gave the endowment for a “ College 
of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts.” 
The Board of Regents has been and 
is now an omnibus Board, represent­ 
ing probably fifty millions of dollars, 
but not representing either the ( dura­ 
tional or industrial interests of the 
.-state. Bolster it up as it may please 
the local press of San Francisco and 
Oakland, still the fact exists, t hat there 
is no sympathy or affinity bet wean it 
and the people. 
They call it the 
‘ complement of our Common School 
-ystern,” but manage it as though it 
were a royal college. 
The poor, hard-working talented 
boys of the State have had no path­ 
ways opened to them for “ working 
ilieir way through college.” 
What 
has been said and done about “Agri­ 
culture,” “Mechanics,” “Industry,” 
etc., has been sham representations— 
there has been 110 heart in the work. 
No member of the Board of Regents 
lias put ins shoulder to the wheel to 
make labor popular and honorable 
among students. No premiums have 
been offered as prizes for best farming, 
gardening and flowers,or workmanship 
in the different departments of mech­ 
anics ami trades. 
The Patrons have spoken and the 
Legislative Committees have heeded 
their voice, as will be seen by the fol­ 
lowing report of Mr. Higbie, our rep­ 
resentative, who is Chairman of the 
Committee 011 Education: 
TRE UNIVERSITY. 
II igbie, from the Committee 011 E d u ­ 
c a tio n , made the following report on 
1 lie memorial received from the State 
Grange and the Mechanics’ Assembly 
on the State University: 
The committee report: First—'That 
the interest of the people of the State 
require that greater efficiency be given 
10 the agricultural, mechanical, and 
other industrial institutions in the 
l ni varsity. 


Second The leading object iq the 
establishment of 4 1 uivorsitj was lo 
promote a liberal and practical educa- 


j tio’n among the industrial classes in 
’ their several pursuits. 
Third—That only one twentieth of 
the appropriation is now devoted to 
instruction in that direction. 
Fourth—That out of ten professors 
and eight assistants there is only one 
professor for agriculture, agricultural 
chemistry and horticulture. 
Fifth—That this defect should he re­ 
medied. 
¡Sixth — That sufficient appropria­ 
tions should be made to erect a com­ 
modious farm-house to be occupied by 
the Professor of Agriculture, and put 
the University grounds ¡11 a condition 
to practically illustrate the subjects 
taught in tile department of agricul­ 
ture. 
— 
Seventh—That the present law be so 
modified and changed as to create a 
State Board of Education, 
having 
charge of the University, Normal 
school and other public schools, and 
to consist of fifteen regents, represent­ 
ing the various industrial interests, 
occupations and professions of the cit­ 
izens of tin* State. 
E ighth—That the law requiring the 
Secretary of the Board of Regents to 
be a practical farmer and to reside on 
the University 
g ro u n d s, 
lias been 
hitherto disregarded. 
N inth—That people of (ids Stute 
know but very little as to the amount 
of the University land disposed of, 
amount received for the same, or how 
appropriated. 
Tenth—That the University Special 
Committee be appointed by tlie Speak­ 
er to examine fully, minutely, and im­ 
partially into the location and present 
condition of all the lands donated to 
California for the purposes before sta­ 
ted, the amount received for the sale 
of the same, and how expended. 
Eleventh—That this legislature pass 
an Act providing for the settlement of 
the differences between the Board of 
Regents and the contestants on the 
University lauds 
Twelfth—That all University funds 
be kept in the State Treasury. 
Lastly—That the University should 
semi forth farmer» and mechanics as 
thoroughly scientific in their depart­ 
ments as in any other pursuits ot ijfe. 
Upon a careful m lsideration of the 
whole m atter involved in the memo­ 
rial, they recommended the appoint­ 
m ent of'tlie committee asked (or, to 
make tlie necessary investigation and 
such changes and modifications of the 
law as are necessary to create a State 
Board of Education to have in charge 
tiie University, Normal School and 
other public schools, 


D e a t h o f a C r o a t T ra v e le r. 
Stanley's discovery of the Great Dis­ 
coverer did not result in restoring Dr. 
Livingstone to liis country. The tele­ 
graph brings the sad, but by no means 
unexpected, news that lie is dead. Dr. 
Livingstone lias contributed more to 
our knowledge of the interior of Africa 
than any other explorer, and his deatli 
is a loss to science.

Organization of the Second Congregational 


Church of Los Angeles.. 


At a public meeting, held at the 
close of the religious service in the La 
Dow school house on Sunday last, Win. 
Dryden in the chair, the following 
resolutions were unanimously adopted, 
viz: Resolved, 
1st. That we approve of the prin­ 
ciples of Congregationalism as ex­ 
pounded by Rev. J. Bates, and prefer 
that a church of that order be founded 
in this community. 
2d. That such church shall lie called 
the Second Congregational Church of 
Los Angeles. 
3d. That a church building be erect­ 
ed to cost when complete not less than 
$2,500. 
4th. That a subscription for the erec­ 
tion be now commenced, and that 
(.’apt. F. B. Clark be appointed to cult 
upon t he residents in the district, and 
Rev. J. Bates be requested to visit 
Northern California to obtain further 
help. 
3th. That the following persons be 
appointed Trustees of the church. Jas. 
A. Barrows, ('apt. F. B. Clark, E. S. 
Butterworth, J. A. Nichols, Win. Rry- 
den and R. H. McGue. 
Oth. That a building committee be 
formed to consist of the following per­ 
sons : C'upt. F. B. Clark, Win. Dryden, 
T. C. Alexander, E. II. La Dow and 
J. H. Snyder. 
7th. Tnat the best thanks of this 
m eeting be given to the Rev. J. Bates 
for his valuable services in missioning 
this hitherto neglected district, and 
that lie be urgently requested to con­ 
tinue to supply us with preaching.

He believed that the Syna­ 
gogue at Nazareth after tlie resurcc- 
tion of Christ, became a Congrega­ 
tional Church. The primitive church­ 
es of the New Testament were all in­ 
dependent, they allowed no conven­ 
tions outside their own circle to leg­ 
islate for them. Their motto was,“One 
is our Master even Christ, and aliar# 
our brethren.” And while lie admitted 
that their form of service was liturgi­ 
cal, or like that of the Episcopal 
Church of our day; he contended that 
the government was strictly congrega­ 
tional, and that in the primitive 
Church there were no bishops over

The object of the Association is to secure pe­ 
cuniary aid of $2,tHX) to tlie families or depend­ 
ants of deceased mem bers. This we accom­ 
plish In tlie most perfect nml substantial m an­ 
lier, us has been substantiated within tlie last 
few years by kindred societies; and th at, too, 
with an expense so light that it lias proved 
not to lie a burden upon Its mem bers, which 
not only increases Its popularity, but brings it 
within reach of those most needing its protec­ 
tion and aid.
